THE  PRICE  LINE 


The  Price  family  is  a  well-known  Welsh  family  of  ancient  and  dis¬ 
tinguished  lineage.  The  name  is  a  corruption  of  the  early  A£>  Rhys, 
which  means  "son  of  Rhys".  Many  branches  of  the  family  are 
scattered  about  the  United  States.  Its  members  were  among  the 
early  settlers  of  both  New  England  and  Virginia  and  were  promin¬ 
ent  in  the  Tidewater  region  and  the  Shenandoah  Valley. 

It  has  not  been  possible,  so  far,  to  establish  by  actual  records, 
the  connection  between  these  older  settlers  and  our  Mississippi 
line  but  that  there  is  such  a  connection  is  evidenced  in  many 
ways  -  claims  of  relationship,  similarity  of  names,  locations, 
family  traditions,  etc. 

The  following  facts  seem  to  indicate  that  Llewellyn  Price  and  his 
wife,  Margaret  Glass,  were  from  the  Shenandoah  Valley. 

1.  He  was  listed  in  the  Virginia  tax  roll  (17&2-1735)  as  living 
alon6  in  Hampshire  County,  Virginia,  now  West  Virginia. 
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Rev.-.  Robert  Price,  Llewellyn5 s  grandson  who  grew  up  in  the 
home  of  his  grandparents,  states  that  they  "emigrated  from 
Virginia." 

3.  "Price"  and  "Glass"  are  two, good  Shenandoah  names,  and  botu 
families  have  lived  there  for  generations. 

'  4*  Robert  Oakley  Price,  who  knew  his  great-aunt  Margaret  Snod¬ 
grass,  said  that  she  always  thought  her  parents  were  from 
Virginia. 

5.  Family  legend  is  that  Margaret  and  Llewellyn  Price  were 

members  of  a  group  who,  in  1786,  came  to  Mississippi  Terri¬ 
tory  under  leadership  of  Col.  Ralph  Humphreys,  all  from 
Frederick,  Hampshire  and  adjoining  counties  in  Virginia. 

Their  descendants  still  live  in  the  Natchez  District,  and 
several  families  were  recognized  as  relatives  of  the  Price’s, 
especially  the  Butler  and  Humphreys’  and  Peter  Bruin.  Robert 
Oakley  Price  said  his  father,  Robert,  and  Governor  Humphreys 
always  called  each  other  cousin* 


I.  Beyond  the  date  of  his  birth,  April  8,  1765,  and  of  his 
marriage,  October  13,  1785,  little  is  known  of  Llewellyn  I. 
These  dates  were  supplied  by  a  great-grandson,  Philip  Price, 
but  he  had  no  record  of  places 0  Most  of  our  information  has 
come  down  from  two  grandsons  whose  mothers  had  died  when  the 
children  were  very  small  and  who  were  brought  up  by  their 
grandparents.  These  were  Robert  Price,  son  of  Llewellyn  II, 
and  John  Price,  son  of  Philip;  and  father  of  Philip  above. 

According  to  the  "flat  boat  story",  the  colony  from  Virginia 
came  down  the  Ohio  and  Mississippi  rivers,  the  journey  taking 
many  wee ks.  At  one  time  they  were  attacked  by  Indians  and  a 
sister  of  Margaret  Glass  Price  was  carried  away  and  never 
seen  again.  Long  afterward  they  heard  that  she  was  taken  to 
Detroit.  Among  the  descendants  of  Llewellyn  I,  scattered 
widely  over  the  U.S.,  there  is  remarkable  agreement  as  to 
the  details  of  this  journey,  coming  from  strangers  to  strangers 
from  Texas,  Kansas,  Missouri,  New  Jersey,  Atlanta,  Georgia, 
and  many  places  in  Mississippi  and  Louisiana.  Margaret  and 
Llewellyn  settled  at  a  point  on  the  Mississippi  River  at 
what  was  later  the  prosperous  town  of  Rodney,  in  Jefferson 
County,  between  Natchez  and  Vicksburg,  and  there  they  reared 
their  family.  On  tax  rolls  of  Claiborne  County,  1802,  1803, 
1834,  he  is  charged  with  owning  500  acres  in  that  county. 

On  these  rolls,  census  rolls  of  1820  and  other  business 
transactions,  the  name  is  variously  spelled  -  Lewallen, 

Huellin,  Luellin  and  even  Hunallin  -  evidently  attempts  by 
clerks  and  copyists  to  give  the  Welsh  accent.  His  personal 
signature  was  Llewellen,  in  the  handwriting  of  an  educated 
person. 

Early  in  the  19th  century,  the  Presbyterians  in  Jefferson 
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County  organized  a  congregation  and  built  a  small  but  very 
beautiful  church  several  miles  from  Rodney.  It  was  called 
Bethel,  and  embraced  many  very  wealthy  and  prominent  persons 
of  that  section.  Llewellyn  Price  was  a  charter  member  and 
gave  3i  acres,  of  land  for  the.- building,.  The  Legislature  of 
132$  granted  the  congregation  a  charter  and  Llewellyn  Price 
was  appointed  a  trustee.. 

He  is  described  as  a  very  large  sandy “haired  man,  restless, 
vigorous,  rather  reckless  in  disposition,  musical  and  with 
a  rich  bass  voice.  He  died  suddenly  in  1$4$  at  the  age  of 
$3  at  the  home  of  his  son  Philip,  at  St.  Joseph,  Louisiana.

Our  ancestress,  Margaret,  was  of  a  very  different  type  and 
was  apparently  the  stabalizing  influence  her  husband  needed. 
According  to  her  grandson,  Robert  Price,  she  was  a  home-loving 
person  of  gradous  manner,  loving  flowers.  A  true  Christian, 
it  was  her  influence,  with  that  of  his  Aunt  Margaret  Snodgrass, 
that  led  him  into  the  ministry.  She  lived  to  be  quite  old  and 
is  probably  buried  in  the  Rodney  cemetery. 


Llewellyn  II.  married  Jane  Miller  and  established  his  home  in 
Warren  County,  Mississippi,  about  25  miles  south  of  Vicksburg. 

He  lived  there  during  the  years  when  his  son  Robert  was  pastor 
of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  at  Vicksburg,  and  raised  his  * 
several  families  there.  This  son  described  him  as  a  big,  red- 
haired  man,  with  a  voice  so  strong  that,  instead  of  ringing 
the  usual  plantation  bell,  he  merely  called  his  slaves  in  from 
the  fields,  perhaps  a  mile  away.  He,  too,  was  musical,  played 
the  flute,  and  loved  to  sing.  He  was  always  called  "Major” 
but  whether  this  was  only  a  courtesy  title,  or  whether  he  served 
in  the  territorial  militia  or  in  the  War  of  1312  has  not  been 
investigated.  Not  being  particularly  interested  in  the  church, 
he  objected  to  his  brilliant  eldest  son’s  choice  of  the  minis¬ 
try  as  his  life  work  and  refused  to  send  him  to  Princeton. 
Robert’s  aunt,  Margaret  Snodgrass,  therefore  continued  his 
education  at  Princeton  after  his  graduation  at  Oakland  College. 

According  to  a  grandson,  Robert  Oakley  Price,  the  "Major”  died 
at  his  home  in  Warren  County  and  was  buried  in  a  nearby  ceme¬ 
tery. 


III.  Robert  Price  born  January  16,  1$30,  died  December  17,  1916, 
became  one  of  the  most  distinguished  ministers  in  the  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  an  outstanding  teacher  at  Southwestern 
Presbyterian  University  at  Clarksville,  Tennessee,  later  moved 
to  Memphis. 

As  a  youth  he  entered  Oakland  College,  took  his  BA  degree  in 
1349,  entered  Princeton  Theological  Seminary  the  same  year 
and  was  graduated  there  in  1352. 

His  first  charge  was  at  Rodney  and  Bethel,  followed  by  ministry 
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at  Port  Gibson  and  Vicksburg  and  in  all  these  places  he  was  greatly 
beloved  for  his  pastoral  work  and  admired  for  his  excellent 
sermons.  From  Vicksburg,  in  1$32,  he  was  called  to  the  Chair 
of  History  and  Literature  at  Southwestern  and  for  thirty  years 
exerted  a  profound  influence , upon  the  lives  of  the  young  men 
who  studied  under  him  there.  He  seemed  to  be  a  born  teacher, 
instilling  into  his  students  his  own  love  of  learning. 

His  children,  too,  he  taught  in  the  same  spirit,  giving  them  , 
a  sound  classical  education.  Latin  was  begun  at  7,  Greek  not 
until  10,  with  lesson  hours  and  discipline  strictly  observed. 

During  these  years,  Oakland  College  conferred  upon  him  the 
degree  of  M.A.,  the  University  of  Mississippi  that  of  D.D.  He 
continued  to  be  active  in  the  church  at  large,  preaching  on 
special  occasions  and  serving  temporarily  at  vacant  churches. 

He  was  many  times  a  delegate  to  General  Assembly  and  in  1^97 
delivered  one  of  the  principal  addresses  at  the  250th  Anniver¬ 
sary  of  the  Westminster  Assembly  of  Divines  at  Charlotte, 

North  Carolina. 

In  his  last  active  years  at  Southwestern,  he  taught  Church 
History  until  he  was  made  Professor  Emeritus  in  1912.  Through 
the  years,  on  a  salary  always  meagre,  he  acquired  an  excellent 
library  and  until  near  eighty,  he  read  his  Greek  Testament 
daily.  He  died  December  17,  1916,  in  Clarksville  and  is 
buried  there  beside  his  wife. 

Personally,  perhaps  his  most  outstanding  traits  were  his  abiding 
trust  in  God’s  wisdom  and  his  uncompromising  devotion  to  duty. 

He  loved  people,  was  tactful,  had  a  kindly  wit  and  never  lost 
the  old-fashioned  courtesy  of  a  Christian  gentleman.  His  re¬ 
gard  for  the  Sabbath  never  wavered,  so  that  he  not  only  did 
not  travel  on  that  day,  but  would  not  mail  letters  so  that 
they  would  be  handled  on  Sunday.  Even  in  old  age  he  loved  to 
sing  and  at  Princeton  was  a  paid  singer  in  a  church  choir.  He 
also  played  the  violin  in  his  youth  but  gave  it  up  because  of 
the  Negro’s  superstition  that  it  was  the  devil’s  instrument 
and  he  would  not  ”mqke  his  brother  to  offend.” 

If  in  his  youth  he  was  somewhat  austere,  he  mellowed  with  the 
years  without  yielding  to  expediency.  Truly  it  was  said  of 
him,  ITHe  stood  four-square  to  every  wind  that  blew.”

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THE  MILLER  FAMILY 


Robert  Miller,  the  founder  of  our  American  Miller  family,  was 
born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  in  1730,  according  to  research  in  that 
country  by  a  descendant,  Charles  Gill  of  New  Orleans,  Mr.  Gill’s 
investigation  also  verified  the  family  legend  that  Robert  Miller 
was  a  graduate  of  Edinhvirfji  University*  The  "Compendium  of 
American  Genealogy",  vol.  V,  p.  542,  in  an  article  on  Andrew  Pick¬ 
ens,  says  "His  sister  Jane  married  Rev*  Robert  Miller,  the  Colon¬ 
ial  Divine  of  South  Carolina”,  "educated  in  Edinburgh  University 
and  taught  in  upper  South  Carolina", 

There  is  no  available  record  as  to  when  he-  came  to  America,  but  it 
is  evident  that  he  joined  the  colony  of  Scotch- Irish  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  who  came  to  America  in  1729  to  escape  persecution  and  who 
later  gradually  migrated  down  the  Shenandoah  Valley  to  the  Carolina 
region.  Dr.  Walter  Lingle,  many  years  prominent  in  the'  Southern 
Presbyterian  Church  writes  interestingly  of  this  group  of  Scotch- 
Irish.  For  the  most  part,  they  were  Lowland  Scotch,  many  of  them 
originally  Huguenots  from  France,  who  we nt  over  to  North  Ireland 
and  lived  about  a  hundred  years,  then  moved  on  to  America.  The 
Lowland  Scotch  were  different,  he  says,  from  the  Highland  Scotch 
to  begin  with  and  a  sojourn  of  a  hundred  years  in  North  Ireland 
made  them  more  different  still.  They  were  alike  however  in  their 
fight  against  oppression,  and  their  struggle  for  religious  free¬ 
dom.  Many  of  them  were  *of  the  landed  gentry  and  educated,  cul¬ 
tured  people,  prompt  to  found  schools  and  churches. 

An  early  Scotch-Irish  settlement  in  Carolina  was  Waxhaw,  1751, 
which  was  part  of  a  grant  of  $00  acres  to  Captain  Andrew  Pickens, 
father  of  General  Andrew  Pickens,  and  of  Jean,  who  married  Rev. 
Robert  Miller.  Robert  Miller  was  the  first  pastor  of  the  Waxhaw 
Church,  and  also  taught  the  school.  The  deed  to  the  land,  upon 
which  the  church  was  built  was  made  May  9,  175$,  by  "Robert  Miller 
and  Jean .  hj s  wife"  -  their  gift  to  the  Church. 

There  is  no  record  at  hand  of  this  marriage,  but  the  will  ofw 
Andr ew  Pickens,  Sr.,  (died  November  1756)  names  his  "daughter  Jean, 
wife  of  Rev.  Robert  Miller" ♦ 

In  1762,  at  a  council  held  at  Brunswick,  December  31,  "order  that 
Commissions  of  Peace  and  Dedimus  be  issued  to  XX  Robert  Miller”. 
(Colonial  and  State  Records  of  North  Carolina,  vol.  6,  1799.) 

From  Waxhaw,  the  Miller  family  moved  to  Abbeville  and  the  section 
thereabout  and  then  on  to  the  Mississippi  Territory  around  1$00, 
though  some  remained  in  South  Carolina.  Young’s  "Abbeville  Wills 
and  Records”  mentions  Robert,  p.  12,  John,  p.  57  and  Andrew  and 
Ebenezer  p.  51.  In  1$02,  Elizabeth,  widow  of  Andrew  Miller,  re¬ 
linquished  her  rights  as  executrix  to  Ebenezer  as  administrator,' 
and  an  agreed  settlement  is  made  with  Robert  Miller,  Attorney, 
October  6,  1$1$.  Legatees  mentioned  are  Jane  and  Margaret  Miller 
(sisters ) . 
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Other  children  of  Rev®  Robert  Miller  and  Jean  Pickens  settled 
in  different  counties  in  the  Natchez  District,  and  may  be  found 
in  census  and  tax  rolls  of  Copiah,  Claiborne,  Jefferson  and 
Adams  counties,  also  in  Covington  and  Pontotoc.  They  have  had 
an  important  part  in  the  development  of  Mississippi.  Men  and 
women,  as  a  rule,  have  been  cultured  people  of  high  standards

The  Pickens f  were  French  Huguenots  and  left  France  after  the 
Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  in  1685,  annulling  the  privileges 
granted  Protestants  by  Henry  IV. 

Robert  Pickens  held  a  high  position  in  France,  and  with  wealth 
and  every  inducement  to  remain,  he  refused  to  live  under  Roman 
Catholic  rule.  He  married  a  beautiful  and  accomplished  young 
widow,  Madame  Jean  Bonneau.  Her  portrait  that  was  brought  from 
France  by  Samuel  Bonneau,  who  settled  near  old  Charles  Town,  was 
exhibited  at  the  Charleston  Exposition  as  "Madame  Bonneau  (or 
Bonnoit)  Ancestress  of  the  Pickens  Family”. 

This  Robert  Pickens  with  his  wife  and  many  of  their  friends  'left 
France  and  went  to  Scotland,  but  owing  to  the  disturbed  state  of 
that  country  and  not  finding  religious  privileges  to  satisfy  them, 
went  on  to  Ireland  and  settled  in  Limerick.  There  Robert  II  was 
born  in  1697,  their  only  child.  This  Robert  married  there  and 
had  three  sons,  Robert ,. Andrew  and  John.  The  Pickens  family  and 
others  who  went  with  them  from  France, moved  over  to  America  and 
settled  in  Bucks  County,  Pennsylvania.

While  the  act  establishing  Augusta  County  was  passed  in  173$, 
the  county  was  not  organized  until  1745.  The  first  court  as¬ 
sembled  at  Staunton,  Virginia,  December  9,  1745,  at  which  time 
the  following  magistrates  were  sworn  in,  having  been  previously 
commissioned  by  the  governor  of  Virginia,  viz.  Andrew  Pickens, 
John  Pickens.  (History  of  Southwest  Virginia,  1746  -  17$6,  Wash¬ 
ington  County  1777-1$70  by  Lewis  Preston  Summers,  Richmond, 
Virginia,  J.  L.  Hill  Printing  Company,  1903) 


The  Waxhaw  Settlement  was  made  in  1751  by  Scotch-Irish  from 
Pennsylvania.  Among  these  immigrant  settlers  was  Andrew  Pickens , 
father  of  General  Andrew  Pickens  of  Revolutionary  fame,  who 
soon  organized  the  men  of  the  settlement  into  a  company  of 
militia  and  the  North  Carolina  State  Records  show  a  copy  of  a 
report  of  "Capt .  Andrew  Pickens  of  Anson"  in  1755, which  givqs 
the  names  of  Andrew  Pickens  and  John  Pickens,  privates.  (North 
Carolina  Booklet,  vol.  XII,  July  1912,  No.  1,  P.  6.  "Union

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THE  BLACK  FAMILY 


The  information  contained  here  was  obtained  chiefly 
from  my  great-aunts,  Anna  Matilda  Black,  sister  of  my  grand¬ 
mother,  Mary  Black  Price,  and  their,  half-sister,  Dora  Golden 
Black,  many  years  younger,  child  of  their  father’s  second  mar¬ 
riage  . 

As  a  child,  I  saw  Aunt  Anna  from  time  to  time,  and  I 
remember  her  as  quite  distinguished  in  her  appearance  -  snow 
white  hair,  very  erect,  smart  in  her  dress,  though  not  good- 
looking.  She  had  a  brilliant  mind  and  an  interesting  career. 

”The  War”  caught  her  in  the  South,  where  she  was  visiting  our 
Price  grandparents,  and  she  spent  the  entire  four  years  with 
them.  Though  her  father*  was  a  teacher,  he  gave  his  daughters 
only  limited  educations,  but  Aunt  Anna  was  ambitious  and  studied 
seriously  with  Grandpa  Price  the  years  she  lived  in  his  home. 

Going  back  North  after  the  War,  she  became  interested 
in  teaching  the  deaf,  and  became  one  of  the  first  teachers  in 

this  field  in  the  U.  S.  She  taught  first  in  a  school  in  New 

w 

York  City  and  later  had  charge  of  state  supported  schools  in 
Kentucky,  Oregon  or  Washington,  and  last,  Rhode  Island.  In  the 
Western  States  she  opened  a  school  of  her  own,  but  could  not  com¬ 
pete  with  the  state  school  and  lost  most  of  her  investment. 

After  some  years  in  Rhode  Island,  she  had  to  give  up  all  but  some 
private  teaching  and  died  in  Providence.  She  was  a  very  proud 
and  independent  old  lady  when  I  saw  her  last  in  New  York  in  1915.

The  Blacks  lived  in  Newark  and  Orange,  N.  J.  James 
and  Rebekah  were  charter  members  of  the  old  First 
Presbyterian  Church  of  Newark  and  were  buried  in 
that  cemetery,  about  half  way  back  in  the  rear  of 
the  church.  Efforts  to  locate  their  graves  in 
later  years  proved  fruitless,  and  early  records** 
had  been  destroyed.  The  home  of  James  Black  in 
Newark  was  called  "Elm  Cottage”  from  four  large 
elm  trees  in  the  yard  and  was  at  the  corner  of  Elm  and  Mulberry 
Streets.  James  Black  named  Elm  Street,  which  ran  through  his 
farm.  Later  generations  who  remained  at  Newark  and  the  vicinity 
are  buried  in  Rosedale  cemetery.

Nothing  is  known  of  his  early  education,  but  it  was 
evidently  good  as  he  was  a  teacher  all  his  life.

Rouge  Parish,  Oakland  College,  and  Liberty,  Amite  County.  (In 
his  handwriting. in  an  old  Bible  of  his.)  In  the  Mississippi 
Archives  are  also  legal  documents,  tax  records,  transfers  of 
property,  etc.  verifying  this  fact.  (B.P.C.) 

Anna  Black  also  speaks  of  her  father* s  school  at 
Liberty  as  if  it  were  a  private  school  of  his  own.  His  grand¬ 
son,  Dr.  Thomas  M.  Price  of  Raymond,  Mississippi,  also  re¬ 
ferred  to  his  grandfather  as  having  a  private  school  in  the 
Natchez  District. 

About  1849  Professor  Black  with  the  family  re¬ 
turned  North.  He  and  several  children  went  to  his  and  his 
father Ts  old  home  in  Newark,  his  wife  and  the  other  children 
"visiting  for  a  time"  the  Oakley  branch  of  the  family  in  New 
York  City  and  Brooklyn.  "A  year  or  two  later,  we  came  to  the 
old  farm  on  the  Old  Bloomfield  Road."  About  1360  Prof.  Black 
returned  to  Mississippi,  taking  his  daughter  Anna  with  him, 
probably  after  the  death  of  his  wife  in  January  of  that  year. 

He  secured  his  old  position  at  Oakland  College  and  planned  to 
bring  the  rest  of  the  family  to  Mississippi,  but  the  threat  Qf 
war  and  the  difficulties  of  communication  altered  that  plan  and 
he  went  back  to  New  Jersey.  His  daughter  Mary  had  been  married 
several  years  before  to  Robert  Price  and  lived  at  Rodney  so 
Anna  stayed  with  them  until  the  end  of  the  war. 

In  1362,  Prof.  Black  married  a  second  time  -  a 
Miss  Golden,  a  niece  of  his  first  wife.  This  marriage  so 
offended  his  children,  that  there  seems  to  have  been  a  perma¬ 
nent  enstrangement  between  them. 
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SAMUEL  HARDENBROOK  BLACK 

The  third  son  of  James  Black  and  his  wife  Rebecca 
Hardenbrook  was  Samuel.  He  was  also  a  teacher  at  Oakland  Col¬ 
lege.  He  married  (l)  Miss  Frances  Mervin  at  Natchez  (see 
Journal  of  Mississippi  History,  p.  203,  Mississippi  Archives) 
June  2,  1336,  and  (2)  Mary,  daughter  of  Rev.  Jeremiah 
Chamberlain,  President  of  Oakland  College.

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IV.  Our  Price  grandparents  were  married  in  May,  1$52,  just 

after  Robert  Price  graduated  from  Princeton  Seminary,  where  he 
had  been  studying  for  two  years".  The  story  is  that  Professor 
Black  was  opposed  to  the  match,  believing  that  a  young  preacher 
just  out  of  school  was  not  in  a  position  to  support  a  wife.  In 
spite  of  her  father’s  attitude,  Mary  Black  of  Belleville,  N.  J. 
and  Robert  Price  were  married  at  Canal  Mills,  N.  J.,  the  ceremony 
being  performed  by  Rev.  Job  Halsey,  May  19,  1B52.  The  Rev. 

Halsey  had  married  a  sister  of  Anna  Oakley  Black,  Mary’s  mother, 
and  evidently  sympathized  with  the  young  people. 

There  is  a  picture  of  them  made  at  this  time,  showing 
her  as  a  sweet-faced  young  girl  of  nineteen. 

Grandma  was  a  small  woman,  with  black  and  very  ex- 
pressive  eyes  and  dark  hair.  She  had  a  trim  figure,  and  was 
extremely  neat  in  her  dress.  As  I  remember  her  in  her  late 
fifties  and  sixties,  with  all  dresses  she  wore  a  bit  of  white 
at  the  neck  -  a  little  lace,  or  perhaps  a  hemstitched  linen 
collar.  Her  Dutch  ancestry  showed  in  the  thrift  with  which 
she  managed  her  household  and  raised  a  family  of  seven  children 
on  a  salary  never  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  a  year. 
Generous  with  everyone  but  herself,  she  was  the  soul  of  hospi¬ 
tality,  and  there  were  often  guests  in  the  house-.  She  was  never 
happier  than  when  her  married  children  with  the  grandchildren 
came  to  visit  and  there  was  always  a  big  crock  of  cookies  in  the 
pantry  for  us*  And  she  was  never  idle.  I  see  her  in  memory  in 
a. low  chair  in  Grandpa’s  study  after  supper,  her  little  feet 
crossed  on  a  footstool  and  her  hands  busy  making  ruffles  or 
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strips  of  buttonholes  for  the  grandchildren’s  clothes,  or 
crocheting  or  knitting. 

She  loved  us  all  with'  an  intense  devotion,  but  there 
was  no  spoiling.  After  she  and  Grandpa  were  left  alone,  and 
Grandpa  was  still  teaching  at  Southwestern,  the  families  of 
the  married  ministerial  students  were  always  on  her  mind  and 
heart  and  she  helped  them  often  with  small  gifts  of  clothes 
for  the  children,  plates  of  cookies,  and  such  things. 

She  died  in  Clarksville  in  July,  1901,  of  no  special 
disease,  but  just  worn  out,  the  doctors  said.  Her  sixty-eight 
years  had  been  lived  so  intensely. 
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THE  OAKLEY  FAMILY 


Miles  Oakley,  believed  to  be  the  first  of  the  name  in 
America,  was  born  in  Oakley  prove ,  Oakley  Parish,  England. 

The  date  of  his  birth  is  given  in  family  records  as  _ _ , 

15,  1623,  but  on  his  tombstone  in  Westchester,  New  York,  as 
July  15,  1615. 

He  seems  to  have  been  a  man  of  recognized  ability, 
active  under  Cromwell,  and  in  1656  was  elected  a  member  of 
Parliament.  After  the  death  of  Cromwell  and  the  restoration 
of  Charles,  he  fled  to  America,  remaining  in  Boston  from  1661 
to  1664  when  New  Amsterdam  was  surrendered  to  the  British. 

He  then  settled  in  West  Chester  Province,  New  York,  and  on 
the  incorporation  of  West  Chester  Town,  in  1675,  became  its 
' first  mayor. 

The  inscription  on  the  tombstone  in  the  Church  in  West 
Chester  is:  "Beneath  this  stone  lies  the  Body  of  Miles  Oakley, 
who  was  born  in  Oakley  Grove  in  the  Parish  of  Oakley,  England, 
on  the  15th  day  of  July,  1615,  and  died  in  the  Borough  of  West 
Chester,  May  10,  169$.  He  was  the  first  Mayor  thereof." 

"His  posterity  were  numerous". 

His  first  three  wives  left  no  sons,  but  his  fourth  wife, 
Mary  Wilmot,  whom  he  married  in  New  York  in  1669,  had  three 
sons,  the  youngest  also  named  Miles.  The  others  were  William 
and  Joseph  and  the  three  brothers  married  three  sisters,  named 
Hunt,  as  shown  in  the  chart.  Miles*  son  David  married  Sarah 
Hunt  and  lived  at  Yonkers.  William  married  Eunice  of  White 
Plains  and  Joseph  married  Phoebe  and  lived  at  Peekskill.  All 
had  large  families  and  many  grandchildren  and  there  was  much 
intermarriage.  In  several  instances,  first  cousins  married, 
and  as  the  same  names,  Abbe,  David,  Sarah,  William,  Phebe, 
Eunice,  Ann,  and  Joseph  -  appear  again  and  again  in  different 
families,  it  is  not  easy  to  trace  a  direct  line.  Descendants 
of  the  immigrant  Miles  still  live  in  New  York  City,  Brooklyn, 
Newark  and  that  area.  Some  have  been  teachers  and  ministers. 
Families  into  which  the  Oakleys  have  married  include  Foot, 
Forrest,  Hatfield,  Peck,  Halsey,  Bartine  (or  Bertine) ,  Post, 
Rich,  and  many  others.

The  data  in  this  sketch,  and  many  other  items,  are  found 
in  a  lengthy  article  about  the  Oakley  family,  written  presum¬ 
ably  by  Harriet  Bartine  (see  below)  and  published  a  number  of- 
years  ago  in  a  newspaper,  its  name  not  known.  In  March,  1922, 
this  article  was  sent  by  Miss  Anna  Black  to  her  niece,  Mrs. 

J.  W.  Cobb,  Memphis,  Tenn.  who  sent  a  copy  of  it  to  me, 

Beverly  Price  Carter,  in  October,  1953. 

To  quote:  "Some  of  this  was  learned  from  Neppy  Post,

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THE  HARDENBROOK  FAMILY 


(Name  originally  Harden  Broeck  or  Hardenbroeck) 

"This  German  family.  Harden  Broeck,  came  from  Elber- 
feld,  on  the  Wipper  River,  16  miles  east  of  Dusseldorf  in 
Rhenish,  Prussia." 

Adolph  Harden  Broeck  was  probably  the  first  to  come 
to  America.  He  was  in  Bergen  on  the  west  side  of  the  Hudson 
before  1662,  as  in  that  year  he  signed  a  petition  with  other 
inhabitants  regarding  the  bounds  of  Bergen  and  Communipaw, 
and  in  1665  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  at  Bergen,  New 
Jersey.  A  good  authority  states  that  he  was  the  father  of 
Johannes  who  came  over  in  1664. 

"Margaret  Hardenbroeck,  probably  Adolph’s  daughter, 
married  for  her  first  husband,  Pieter  Rodolphus  de  Vries,  a 
wealthy  merchant  of  New  Amsterdam  in  1659.  He  soon  died  and 
the  wealthy  widow  soon  married  Frederick  Philipse,  a  member 
of  a  family  which  had  been  driven  from  Bohemia  by  religious 
persecution.  Margaret  H.  Philipse  was  a  shrewd  business 
woman  and  the  Philipse  fortune  grew  fast.  About  the  time 
that  a  fine  house  in  New  Amsterdam  and  the  so-called  castle 
on  the  Hudson  at  Tarrytown  had  been  built,  she  died,  leaving 
two  sons,  Frederick  and  Adolph.  Her  husband  had  become  Lord 
of  the  Philipse  Manor,  an  immense  tract  of  land  on  the  Hudson 
north  of  Manhattan  Island.  At  his  death  he  left  part  of  the 
property  to  his  son,  Adolph,  and  part  to  his  grandson, 
Frederick,  the  son  Frederick  having  died.  Adolph,  having  no 
children,  left  his  share  to  his  nephew,  Frederick,  whose  son 
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Frederick  became  the  third  and  last  Lord  of  the  Philipse 

Manor,  and  who  married  a  daughter  of  Charles  Williams.” 

(Taken  from  the  ”Colonial  Ancestors  of  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt” 
by  Alvin  Johnson,  page  23.) 

”Frederick  Philipse  derived  no  small  advantage  from 
his  marriage  to  Margaret  Hardenbrook,  widow  of  Pieter  Rodolphus 
de  Vries.  She  was  both  beautiful  and  well  educated  and, 
furthermore,  blessed  with  exceptional  business  ability.” 

”Margaret  de  Vries T  daughter,  Eva,  born  1660,  was 
adopted  by  Frederick  Philipse  upon  their  marriage  in  1662. 

She  married  Jacobus  van  Cortlandt.  Their  son,  Frederick, 
built  Cortlandt  House  in  Van  Cortlandt  Park,  New  York  City,  now 
in  custody  of  the  Colonial  Dames.  It  was  held  by  their  descend¬ 
ants  until  IS96  when  purchased  as  a  public  park.

(2)  "Perhaps  most  enterprising  of  all  Dutch  colonists, 
male  or  female,  was  Margaret  Hardenbroeck.  She  had  married  in 
early  life  Pieter  Rudolphus  de  Vries  and  followed  him  to 
America,  when  he  bought  a  plantation  from  the  West  India  Co.k 
and  began  a  settlement  there  on  Staten  Island.  DeVries  left 
an  account  of  some  of  his  voyages  from  Europe  to  America.  He 
was  intelligent  and  thoughtful  but  of  quick  and  domineering 
temper  and  was  always  fighting  with  his  neighbors  or  the  author¬ 
ities.  After  his  death,  his  widow  sold  the  property  and  invested 
in  ships  in  which  she  traded  between  the  two  continents,  estab¬ 
lishing  the  first  line  of  packets  that  crossed  the  Atlantic. 
During  one  of  the  first  voyages  she  made  as  owner  of  a  vessel. 
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she  fell  in  love- with  one  of  her  passengers,  Frederick  Philipse, 
a  young  trader  who  was  carrying  a  large  stock  of  furs  to  Europe. 
An  interesting  account  of  this'  notable  lady  is  found  in  a  diary 
called,  "A  Voyage  to  New  York”,  written  by  Sabbatist  Mission¬ 
aries  who  came  to  America  for  homes  for  co-religionists. 

"The  thrift  of  husband  and  wife  enabled  them  to  pur¬ 
chase  large  tracts  of  land  in  New  Netherland.  Later  they 
erected  a  manor  with  grants  of  fisheries,  mines,  hunting  and 
tenant  rights,  etc.,  under  English  rule.  Madame  Philipse  died 
in  1690.” 


ftAbel  Hardenbrook  with  wife,  child  and  servant,  Casper 
Onncamp,  came  to  America  in  the  Hope  in  1662. 

Johannes  Hardenbroeck,  with  his  wife,  and  four  children 
came  in  the  Faith  in  January  I664. 

The  Dutch,  German  and  Scandinavian  Lutherans,  while 
allowed  to  have  Lutheran  Churches  in  Holland,  were  not  allowed 
to  have  any  in  New  Netherland,  therefore,  they  generally  joined 
the  Dutch  Reformed  Church.  In  a  list  of  members  of  the  Dutch 
Reformed  Church  in  New  Amsterdam  in  1636,  the  names  of  Ursel£ye 
(Ursula)  Duytman,  widow  of  Johannes  Hardenbroeck,  appears.  The 
Dutch  Church  records  are  of  great  value  to  genealogists,  as 
married  women  were  always  mentioned  by  their  maiden  names.  She 
and  her  husband  had  become  members  in  1666.  In  1665  a  list  of 
householders  in  New  York  City  shows  that  Abel  and  Johan  Harden¬ 
brook  (as  the  name  was  later  spelled)  were  living  side  by  side 
on  the  T,Prince  Graft"  (Beaver  Street). 

In  1700  among  the  officers  of  the  Militia  in  New  York 
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City,  Johnnes  Hardenbrook  is  listed  as  ensign  of  a  Foot  Co. 

He  was  commissioned,  1700,  by  the  Earl  of  Bellomont  as  ensign 
in  a  Regiment  of  Militia  of  New'' York  City,  commanded  by  Col. 
Abraham  de  Peyster.  In  1701  Johnnes  Hardenbrook  signed  a 
petition  to  the  king  and  in  1702  he  signed  an  address  to 
Lord  Cornbury,  the  Governor. 

This  second  Johannes  Hardenbrook  was  doubtless  one 
of  the  four  children  who  came  in  1664  with  Johannes  and 
Ursula  (Duytman)  Hardenbrook.  He  married  in  1636  at  New 
York  City,  Sarah  van  Laer  and  became  later  on  a  member  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  New  York,  as  shown 
by  an  act  passed  by  that  body  on  December  22,  1722,  "An  act 
for  paying  E.  Wilson,  J.  van  Horn,  A.  Gouveneur,  and  Sarah, 
the  widow  or  relict  of  Johannes  Hardenbrook,  deceased,  for 
serving  in  the  General  Assembly.  These  were  members  for  the 
City  and  County  of  New  York  who  have  never  been  paid  as  the 
rest  of  the  members  in  other  counties". 

Catherina  Hardenbrook,  born  1694,  daughter  of 
Johannes  and  Sarah  (Van  Laer)  Hardenbrook,  married  in  1713 
Jacobus  Roosevelt". 

The  author  has  a  deed  which  was  signed  May  25, 

1745,  by  James  Roosevelt  and  Gerardus  Hardenbrook  as  execu- 

» 

tors  of  the  estate  of  Sarah  Hardenbrook,  widow,  all  of  N.Y.C., 
conveying  to  Hendrick  Milse,  3913  acres  of  land  in  Somerset 
County,  New  Jersey,  which  she  had  bought  in  1729  from  John 
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"Johannes  Hardenbrook,  second,  left  a  will,  which  is 
recorded  in  Liber  3  of  Wills,  page  349,  by  which  he  gave  to 
his  eldest  son,  Andries,  when  tlie  latter  should  come  of  age, 
f6,  and  the  rest  of  his  property  to  his  wife,  Sarah,  for  life, 
and  upon  her  death  to  his  children,  Andries,  Christofell, 
Adolphus,  Johannes,  Gerardus,  Catherine,  and  Mariken.  He  ap¬ 
pointed  his  "well-beloved  friends",  Nicholas  Roosevelt  and 
Gerrett  van  Laer,  guardians  of  his  children,  and  his  wife, 
Sarah,  as  executrix.  The  will  is  dated  September  12,  1702 
and  was  admitted  to  probate  on  August  27,  1714,  which  would 
indicate  that  Johannes  died  probably  sometime  in  1714.  1 

found  no  record  of  the  guardians  having  qualified  as  such; 
perhaps  by  the  time  Johannes  died  the  children  had  all  come 
of  age. 

Gerardus  Hardenbrook  left  a  will  which  is  recorded 
in  Liber  23,  page  533,  dated  June  26,  1755,  and  proved 
December  14,  1762  by  which  he  left  the  use  of  his  estate  to 
his  wife,  Hyltie,  10  shillings  to  his  eldest  son,  John,  in 
lieu  of  John’s  claims  as  heir;  L  15  each  to  his  sons,  John  w 
and  Gerardus,  and  the  remainder  to  his  said  two  sons,  John 
and  Gerardus,  and  his  two  daughters,  Sarah,  wife  of  Andrew 
Thomson,  and  Catherine. 

Another  Gerardus  Hardenbrook  left  a  will  (recorded 
Liber  43,  page  539)  dated  February  19,  1303,  and  proved 
October  2,  1309  by  which  he  left  all  of  his  property  to  his 
children,  Rebecca  Black,  Sarah  Buyce,  Catherine  Johnson, 
Elizabeth  Hogan,  Ann  Russell,  Hilah  Leycraft  and  Mary  Wright. 
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It  seems  probable  from  the  above  that  the  Gerardus 

Hardenbrook  who  died  in  or  about  1$09  is  the  father  of 

Beverly’s  great-great  grandmother,  Rebecca  Hardenbrook  Black, 

the  son  of  the  Gerardus  Hardenbrook  who  died  around  1762,  and 

the  grandson  of  Johannes  and  Sarah  Hardenbrook.”

The  record  as  to  Johannes  Hardenbrook  III  is  taken  from  his  will 
published  in  Liber  £  of  Wills,  Page  349,  Hall  of  Records,  New  York 
City,  giving  the  names  of  his  wife  and  children.  Johnson Ts  book 
gives  the  record  of  his  marriage  and  additional  information. 

Gerardus  Hardenbroeck(IV)  left  a  will  recorded  in  Liber  23,  Page 
533,  Hall  of  Records,  New  York  City,  giving  the  names  of  his 
wife  and  four'  children 

Gerardus  Hardenbroeck  (V)  left  a  will  recorded  in  Liber  4$,  Page 
239,  Hall  of  Records,  New  York  City,  which  furnishes  the  names  of 
his  children. 

The  data  about  Rebeckah  Hardenbroeck  (Black)  (VI)  was  furnished 
by  her  granddaughter,  Anna  M.  Black  from  documents  in  her  poss¬ 
ession,  since  destroyed. 
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The  Van  Laer  Line 


Stoffel  Van  Laer  came*?  to  New  Amsterdam  in  the  Faith 
in  February  1659  when  19  or  20  years  old.  In  February  1660  he 
married  Catherina  Jans,  Uijt  den  Hage.  (Van  Laer  as  a  surname 
shows  that  Stoffel  was  born  in  Laer,  near  Munster,  in  Germany. 

The  words  "Uijt  den  Hage*1  mean  "from  the  Hague”  in  Holland. 

”Jans”  means  that  Catherina *s  father’s  first  name  was  Jan.  In 
other  records  the  wife’s  maiden  name  is  given  as  Boots  or  Boudt.) 

In  February  1664  subscriptions  were  called  for  by  the 
Dutch  authorities  to  a  loan  for  the  purpose  of  fortifying  this 
city  against  the  British.  Stoffel  Van  Laer  subscribed  200 
florins . 

In  October  166*4,  soon  after  the  English  took  posses¬ 
sion  of  New  York,  Stoffel  together  with  Abel  and  Johannes 
Hardenbrook  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  King  of  England. 

In  June  1665,  as  witness  of  the  first  hostile  acts  during  a 
riot  of  English  soldiers  and  residents,  he  testified  that  he 
was  ”a  Burgher  of  this  city,  aged  26."  He  was  a  merchant 

w. 

dealing  in  wheat,  butter,  furs,  rum,  tobacco,  etc.  The  English 
listed  the  inhabitants  by  streets  in  1665  and  he  was  listed  as 
Stoffel  (Christopher)  Van  Laer  on  Broad  Street.  ,
